Nations, which has fought to stop aggression 
in Korea, can be thankful, in a way, that 
Rhee is so-frank. The aging President wants 
unity by force—unity for his government 
with United Nations force. And that is not 
the purpose of the UN's long battle in Korea.

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles al- 


ready has explained this contradiction to a 
group of Senators of both parties. He said 
the United States could not possibly agree 
to Rhee's demand that this country back 
any effort Rhee might later make to unify 
Korea, in return for his'support of the present 
truce proposals. 


The Senators generally agreed. Some, ap- 


parently influenced by such Asia-firsters as 
Senator McCarthy, criticized the UN handling 
of the exceptionally hard-to-handle S o u t h 
Korean President. But their sympathy for 
Rhee did not extend to spilling American 
blood for a victory which he could not win 
without help.

In this attitude the Senators undoubtedly- 


interpreted the thoughts of their constituents. 
Americans can easily sympathize with Rhee's 
dream of a united Korea, if not with Rhee's 
actions. But this nation joined a .collective 
action to stop a Communist attack, not to 
enforce Rhee's schemes at—tragic expense. 


This is the UN's policy and the Adminis- 


tration's policy, and the Senate owes it 
solid support against Rhee's roadblock to a 
truce.

WASHINGTON. July 6 — In defiance 


of President Eisenhower's last-minute 
intervention on behalf of Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. the overwhelmingry Republi- 
can House Public Works committee has 
voted for development of a $400,000.000 
power project on Niagara river and 
falls by private interests rather than 
by tiie State of New York or the Federal 
Government. 
It was a deliberate re- 


buke of the White House and Ike's fa- 
vorite politician. 


It is doubtful if any domestic issue 


has so infuriated Capitol Hill Republi- 
cans. ~or~~scr delighted [fre~TJe 
as the Administration's apparent at- 
tempt to hand this politico-power plum 
to the man at Albany.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
RECONSTRUCTION of the outer or 


external ear is one of lhe most challeng- 
ing problems a plaslic surgeon has to 
undertake. 


The outer ear. or auricle, is one of 


;he most graceful struclures of the hu- 
man body, and one that is very not:ce- 
able. This gives it a psychological and 
cosmetic importance in addition to the 
part it plays in hearing. 


Medicaliy. this portion of the ear is 


least important as far as hearing is con- 
cerned. 
Of course, if the external ear 


is entirely m:s.-,;r;g. the hearing is defi- 
nitely impaired to some degree. 


Some children arc born with 


fragments of an ear. or no external ears 
at a'!. Sometiir.es after severe injuries, 
the outer ear may be destroyed. This 
is very frequent dunns -.varlime. 


On the other side of the fence, rnany 


children and grownups have what ap- 
pears to be too much ear—commonly 
known as "'op" ears. 


The ears do not lie back normally, 


but stick out like airplane wings. These 
esrs are not really r.\ ersize. but merely 
have cartillages that arc not formed 
properly. 


Children with "lop" ears many times 


develop a great deal of psychological 
trouble as a result of teasing by their 
playmates. 


The operation for correction of "lop"' 


ears is fairly easy. 
Certain parts of 


the cartillagc are thinned down and re- 
modeled such as clay is molded, so the 
ears bend back and give the normal ap- 
pearance. 


Quite different and far more diffi- 


cult is the operation to reconstruct an 
absent or deformed ear. 


Th? difficulty in reconstructing an 


car is to obtain enough cartillaus to rin 
this particular operation. 
There arr 


now cartillajte batiks, as there arc hn 
;ind blood banks, to supply this vit 
substance.
